Reserve Poard MWakes Soggestions.

WASMINGTON, Nov. 11.-The federal
reperve board jasoed a statement outlin-
ing recommmendations for amendmenia
to e fedarnl reserve act made Ly ths
federal advisory counefl.

In addition to the wuggestlons that the
work of the office of the comproller of
the currency be absorbed and adminis-
terod by the reserve board, the council
recommended » reduction by two-thiras
of the pressnt capitol stock of fedaral ro-
serve banks, the mubseribed capital to
remain ar under axisting law. It sug-
featad that the Clayton anti-trust act be
amended In the section affeciing Inter-
locking dlrsetorate, so It would ba law-
fal for an officer or director of one bank
th hold otuve or be a director n ane
other bank.

The New York and Philadelphia
governmeni plants submitted esti-
matea of less than $7,000,000 each
for ships propelled with the com-

York yard. Thdse were the lowest

bids, and the same yards also sub-
mitted the lowest flgures for ships
equipped with steam turbines, (he
basis of all but one of the private
bids. The Mare Ilsland navy yard
with an estimate of $7.413,156 for
the tublne ship was next lowest.

The Lowest RIA

The lowest private LA was that of the
Fore River Bhipbullding company, whish
submitted four alternate proposals. JSaoch
was made under stipulnted modifications
te the department's specifications, which
upparently would bring the total cost far
above the §.850000 maximum. The blds
of the other two private bldders, the Now
York Bhipbullding company and the Now-
port News Shipbuilding compuny, also
proposed modifications, and a careful
study will be necemsary bhefors the exact
coat of the ships can be determined under
each bid.
